F Dear Father:- 

. As you have not heard from roe 
. for some ten years, I thought a line 
might be of interest, showing that I 
am alive and well. I often think of 
dear old Shockingham Hall, and the 
splendid shooting. I notice in a copy 
of the Times a couple of years ago, 
that my favorite sister Violet had 
married the Earl of l’ockington. I re¬ 
member Rockington well. He was my 
fag at Eton and not half a bad chap. 
There should be some fine shooting on 
his estate. The only shooting 1 have 
done out here of late has been at 
craps, a. different species of game 
from grouse or partridge and very 
wild. 

. Now about things in this country. 
m The few thousand pounds you gave 
me to start fanning in Manitoba was 
duly invested in a farm. In my labors 
1 had several assistants, Hi Walker, 
Joe Seagram, Johnnie Dewar and 
Benny Dikt^en, helpers of exceptional 
strength and fiery temper, who soon 
became my masters.

Memorial Window For Banff Church

sweet tones of the bells of St. 
G e org e - C hu r ch, Banff, Alberta, 
Miss Jessie Van Brunt of Brook¬ 
lyn, New York, has presented the 
church with a memorial window 
which she designed and made her¬ 
self. The window embodies the 
idea of the Church bells as angels 
or God’s messengers sending in¬ 
spiring invitations to worship. It 
was placed above the main en¬ 
trance and is In memory of the 
late Canon Henry Montgomery, 
M.A., rector of this church from 
1921-24, previously rector of St. 
Peter’s Church, Kingsclear, N.B., 
and Canon of Christ Church 
Cathedral in the diocese of Fred- 


isli 


ericton, N.B., also rector of St. 
Barnabas Church, Calgary. He 
served in the C.E.F. from 1916-

For Diphtheria 
Inoculations 

Preventive Measures Resum¬ 
ed by Health Unit, to Safe¬ 
guard Little Children 

No child need have diphtheria, i; 
disease which was once the terror of 
early childhood. The very young 
child is not only more susceptible but 
is more apt to succumb. 

This fall the Foothills Health Unit 
is resuming its inoculation treat¬ 
ments, and all parents are urged to 
avail themselves of this service. 

The treatments, usually one to 
three in number, are simple and harm 
less and quickly given. It takes a 
few months for the protection to de¬ 
velop. 

Six months aftev the treatment, 
take the children back to the doctor 
to find out if they have had enough 
treatments to make them safe. He can 
tell this by giving them the Schick 
test. 4?e sure to do this. Then you 
can be certain that your children are 
safe and that you need never fear 
diphtheria. 

Canadian figures show that mor¬ 
tality from this cause has dropped 
steadily since the more general pre¬ 
ventive treatment, with the 1933 fig¬ 
ures showing only two deaths for ev¬ 
ery 100,000. 

If before they are treated (immun¬ 
ized), or before protection has devel¬ 
oped, your children show the symp¬ 
toms described in this pamphlet, call 
the doctor at once. This is especially 
important if there is diphtheria in 
the neighborhood. The doctor will 
give his curing medicine—antitoxin 
A delay of one day in giving this 
medicine may mean the difference be¬ 
tween life and death. 

A child who is sick with diphtheria 
should never get up or sit up until the 
doctor says it is safe for him to do 
so, even though he feels better" and 
begs to sit up. If he does not stay

Of the eight banks operating in Al¬ 
berta, three have had no foreclosures 
whatever in the last five five years.
